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WistaHa Conwtittee Dissolves, Invests $10,000 in Town

With the end of 1994, proclaimed Centennial Year 
of the Wistaria by the Sierra Madre City Council, the 
Wistaria Fete Committee has completed its function 
and is dissolved. A last pleasurable experience has 
been the disbursement of remaining funds. A total of 
$10,600 has been reinvested in the community. 

Funds have been disbursed to: the Sierra Madre 
Police Department for the fund to purchase a police 
car; the Sierra’Madre Volunteer Firefighters’ Asso¬ 
ciation to support an Emergency Rescue Procedures 
Plan; Joseph and Maria Feeney and Robert and 
Gudrun Solt, vine site property owners, for care and 
assessment of the health of The Vine; Sieira Madre 
Search and Rescue; for archiving and historical pres¬ 
ervation of Wistaria Centennial records in the 


Jameson Room at the Library, and to the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce. 

The Wistaria Fete Committee was formed by a 
grassroots group of volunteers through the wisdom 
and leadership of Jan Maddox, initiated in 1989, the 
committee was an outgrowth of a recognized need 
for coordination and leadership, for the Council pro¬ 
claimed 1994 Centennial Year of The Wistaria. 
Started with a loan from the Chamber of Commerce 
and two individuals, the Committee went on to pay 
back those loans and fully finance and support the 
viewing of Sierra Madre’s world-famous treasure by 
30,000 visitors over the five years, 12,510 of these 
during the Centennial Celebration. 

It was important to coordinate activities planned 


by the Chamber of Commerce for the central busi¬ 
ness district and the Sierra Madre Beautification 
Committee, which has hosted the one-day viewing 
of The Vine since 1984. And it was vital to a smooth 
operation to avoid duplication and implement activi¬ 
ties which would not be covered by other organiza¬ 
tions. The Wistaria Fete Committee had responsibil¬ 
ity for an impressive media and public relations cam¬ 
paign initiated by Jan Maddox and carried out by 
Fran Syverson: processing of ticket requests, trans¬ 
portation, bus and van loading, coordination with the 
police and fire departments on street closure and 
parking restrictions and other essential functions.

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were frantic with last-minute shopping, Frank and 
Ilona held a “Lost Our Lease” sale and worked late 
into the night wrapping up their valuable art pieces. 
They must vacate the premises by Dec. 31. “1 asked 
for 15 days in January, so I’d have proper time for 
holiday sales, and to take care of customers. It was 
flat out refused.” 

The story behind lhi&£viction is disturbing, espe¬ 
cially during a season symbolizing charity and good 
will. According to Frank, however, this saga had a 
very upbeat beginning in 1992. That was when the 
former owner of 1 Kersting Court offered to sell it 
to them. “It was our dream come true,” said Frank. 
Their joy was short-lived. 

“While we were negotiating with the owner’s law¬ 
yers to do the paperwork, we got a letter in the mail 
saying that our building was sold.” Eight months 
later, when their property taxes quadrupled, Frank 
and Ilona filed a complaint with the Tax Bureau 
(which quickly lowered their taxes). That was when 
they saw the deed to the building—and discovered 
that it had been bought by their former landlord’s 
lawyer, with whom they had been negotiating the 
sale. Says Frank now, “In my book, that’s collusion, 
and unethical.” - 

At the time, he and Ilona persisted in their efforts 
to purchase the building. They offered to pay more 
than the new owner had, so he could turn a profit, but 
he replied that he had “bought the building for an in¬ 
vestment,” according to Frank, and would not sell. 

And what of the previous owner, whose kind of¬ 
fer to sell them the property had devolved into this 
painful situation? Frank explains that they did not 
communicate with her directly during initial nego¬ 
tiations because her lawyers had made it clear she 
was ill and not to be disturbed. After the sale, the Van 
Dongens did manage to contact her directly. .“She 
was shocked,” he claims, especially since the build¬ 
ing was sold for $28,000 less than what they had 
offered to pay, and she fired her lawyers. Sadly, the 
woman died this past August. 

Frank said the new owner came to Sierra Madre 


last month. “He offered me a new lease for five years 
of $ 1800 plus property taxes and then the regular 
increase per year. My heart tell me simply Ilona and 
1 cannot pay that kind of rent. Our only hope was to 
purchase our own building. That would have been 
our future. 

“When I made it clear 1 could not pay, we received 
30-day notice.” 

They feared they were out of business until “a 
fnend of a friend” offered them the use of the base¬ 
ment at 8 N. Baldwin, 

“so at least we can stay in 
Sierra Madre. I think it 
was somewhat of a 
Christmas present be¬ 
cause Ilona and I wish to 
stay in Sierra Madre and 
help in building up the 
beauty that the city is.” 

They are calling the 
new location “Harlequin 
Gallery Down & Under,” 
and they plan to hold an 
open house in January or 
February and invite the 
whole town. “Our dream 
is still to return to 
Kersting Court,” but they 
are extremely grateful for ^ 

this new space. Even if * 

they do attain another 

shop on Kersting Court, they intend to keep the base¬ 
ment space for renovation work, one of the gallery’s 
specialties. (Frank restored an original Monet paint¬ 
ing last week.) 

They have also been touched by the support and 
generosity of the many friends and neighbors who 
have offered to help them move. “It’s the old town 
atmosphere,” said Frank. “They want to help us move 
one way or another on time.” 

Frank and Ilona are proud of Sierra Madre and 
their business. “We spend a lot of time with our cus-

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Lorayne Russman, founder and chair of The Si¬ 
erra Madre''Arbor Day Association, is putting the 
final touches on the Tree City USA Recertification 
application packet. In 1993 Sierra Madre was named 
a Tree City USA by The National Arbor Day Foun¬ 
dation. It was the first year Sierra Madre has received 
this national recognition. Each year a Recertification 
Application must be submitted to The National Ar¬ 
bor Day Foundation in Nebraska. To be eligible for 
recertification each city must meet the criteria set 
forth by The National Arbor Day Foundation, which 
makes its announcement of winning cities in Febru¬ 
ary. Included in the criteria for eligibility is the pre¬ 
sentation of a Proclamation proclaiming Arbor Day 
as well as an Arbor Day Observance & Celebration. 

The 1994 Arbor Day Celebration was a very spe¬ 
cial one. The event consisted of the planting of five 
street trees on Laurel Ave. in front of The Gooden 
School. With the planting of these trees the two-year 
project of planting street trees on both sides of Lau¬ 
rel was complete. The event was attended by Mayor 
Pro-Tern Maurer and then-City Engineer and Direc¬ 


dren participated in the planting of the trees and have 
promised to watch over and care for them. When the 
planting was completed the 36 members of the 
Middle School (grades 6-8) surprised Lorayne with 
a donation of $350 to tlw S^ierre Madre Arbor Day 
Association. The children raised the money by work¬ 
ing at the Sierra Madre Reclamation Center for the 
year of 1993 and the Gooden Family Association met 
the amount raised. This donation meant a great deal 
to Lorayne as it signified success in her efforts, 
through the Arbor Day Association, to educate chil¬ 
dren about the importance of trees and that each child 
can make a difference in the world in which they live 
by simply planting a tree.

I just got a puppy from the pound that has lice. Is 
it possible for us to get lice from him? How do I 
treat it? 


No. Lice are primarily species specific. Humans 
have their own species for lice and dogs have their 
own species of lice. Lice are unique in that they 
spend their entire lifeL7de on their host. They are 
spread by direct contact or by contaminated 
brushes and combs. The eggs, also known as nits, 
are cemented firmly to the hairs of the host. The 
nymph hatches from the egg, undergoes three 
ecdyses (moltings) and becomes the adult. The 
entire lifecycle lasts 14 to 21 days. It is advisable to 
thoroughly clean bedding premises and grooming 
implements at least once even though lice do not 
live when they are off the host. Treatment consists 
of bathing with an insecticid 3 l shampoo followed 
by a spray or dip. The process should be repeated 
every 10 to 14 days until the lice are gone.

Arcadians Sign Up for 
Voluntary Medical 
Subscription Program 

From the first day mailers explaining Arcadia's 
new Voluntary Emergency Medical Subscription 
Program were received, the city has signed up be¬ 
tween 75-100 new subscribers each day, according 
to Jerry Gardner, chief of the Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

For $42 each year, subscribers and all permanent 
members of their household are exempt from any 
paramedic or ambulance service fee. Depending on 
the level of care provided, cost for paramedic and am¬ 
bulance transportation service can range from $300- 
$500, and that fee is waived for those who sign up 
for the Voluntary Emergency Medical Subscription 
Program. Regardless of how many times the Arcadia 
Fire Department paramedics visit a household dur¬ 
ing the year, there will not be any additional cost, em¬ 
phasized Gardner. 

Arcadia has offered this new program to keep the 
cost of emergency medical service down and to of¬ 
fer a low-cost option, Gardner explained. 

Arcadia residents who receive a city water state¬ 
ment have the option of being billed $7 every other 
month on their statement, or subscribers may take 
advantage of a savings by paying $40 in one lump 
sum. The annual cost for businesses with 10 or fewer 
employees is $42, and for larger businesses, there is 
an additional $21 fee for every 10 employees, up to 
a $500 maximum.
